The Roval Air Force Middle East 
communiqué last night told of an 
attack by Junkers on British warships 
off the North African coast on Satur- 
day.

German and three British aircraft are 
reported lost. 

The communiqué states :— 
“Bomber aircraft of the R.A.F. 
carried out a heavy attack on enemy- 
occupied aerodromes on the Island of 
Crete during the night of August 1-2.

At Maleme bombs appeared to have 
exploded on a munition dump, as a 
violent detonation was followed by a 
great fire which sent clouds of smoke 
up to five thousand feet When our 
aircraft were forty miles away from 
the target the glow of the fire could 
still be seen over the high intervening 
mountains. 

‘On August 1 our bombers attacked 
enemy shipping at Lampedusa [sland. 
Two merchant vestels of about 300 tons 
were each hit by several bombs and 
the wreckage could be seen flying high 
into the air. Our aircraft also at- 
tacked and silenced machine-gun posts. 
‘‘Other R.A.F. aircraft attacked a 
number of S 79's on the aerodrome of 
Borizzo, on the Island of Sicily. One 
enemy aircraft was destroyed and large 
numbers were badly damaged. 
‘4 large number of Junker 87's. 
escorted by M.E. 100’s, delivered an 
attack on H.M ships off the North 
African coast caiedday. Our fighters 
intercepted the enemy formation and 
shot down four Ju 87's and one M.E. 
109, and badly damaged several other 
M.E. 1009's. Three of our fighters are 
missing from this engagement.

MANY BOMBERS 


There were suffigient hours of dark- 
ness to bring a really strong force of 
four and two-engined bombers over the 
German capital, states the Air Ministry 
News Service. 

Cloudy over the North Sea, the sky 
was clear over Central Germany, and 
though the moon was setting and gave 
no ba to our aircraft as they 
pein. SF, the crews dropped flares, 
saw many landmarks, and aimed their 
heaviest bombs at the heart of Berlin. 
The attack was made from all direc- 
tions, and as soon as the first bomb 
had fallen the gun fire began. Berlin 
had a greatly increased number of 
searchlights. 

“ We saw che searchlights,’’ the pilot 
of a Stirling said, ‘‘ when we were 
about thirty miles from Berlin. When 
we got nearer we reckoned that there. 
were about three hundred of them. We 
sneaked in between them. We arrived 
over the outskirts of Berlin at 1.30 
a.m., and we hombed at 1.54, and in 
that time we had made a circular tour 
over most of Central Berlin. 

‘There was a. good number of 
bombers over the city at the same time 
as ourselves, and so the ground de- 
fences could not concentrate on one 
aircraft. While we were flying round 
we saw a lot of incendiary bombs go 
down in the west of the city. Our own 
bombs burst on the meeting point of 
two sets of railway lines. My rear 
gunner said that he could see the lines 
a clearly in the light of the bomb 
ashes. 

"“ As we were coming away we saw 
one oí the new bombs go off.” 

' Other crews reported a fire which 
‘heaved like a volcano, amd three huge 
explosions, with a deep red glow over 
the city when we were already 80 
miles away. 

“Hamburg was as fiercely attacked 
as Berlin and great damage was done 
to docks, railways and industries. 

“ In all, it was a might of hard and 
sustained effort by the Bomber Com- 
mand, rewarded by all the signs of 
widespread destruction in three of the 
main centres of Germany s strength.”

A British Air Ministry communiqué

Bank Holiday 


There may be fewer trains and omni- 
buses to carry the holiday-muking crowds 
out of Dublin on this first Monday in 
August, but we venture to prophesy that 
the city will present as cheerful an appear- 
ance as ever. Yet the minds of many 
citizens will travel back through the years 
to another August Bank Holiday—a 
Monday of brilliant sunshine and black 
forebodings. On that August Monday of 
1914, the headlines of this newspaper ran: 
“Germany Declares War on Russia: 
Ultimatum to France: France Invaded,’’ 
and. every citizen of Ireland, then an 
integral part of the United Kingdom, had 
only one thought in mind: ' What will 
Britain do?” It was, indeed, a day of 
terrible suspense, which would have been 
more terrible if anybody had suspected 
the true nature of the ordeal that con- 
fronted half the world. Another two 
mornings had to elapse before the head- 
line, “England Declares War on 
Germany,” changed suspense into 
certainty, and the stage was set for a 
conflict that has affected, more or less 
profoundly, the life of every man, woman 
and child in this island and in this 
continent. Once again it is August Bank 
Holiday, and once again the world is wait- 
ing for something to happen. What that 
“something ” will be is almost as hard to 
prognosticate as was the outcome of the 
Great War impending twenty-seven years 
ago. What does Japan propose to dof 
How will Germany fare in her campaign 
against the Russians—after the manner 
of Ludendorff, or of Napoleon? Will Herr 
Hitler venture what Kaiser Wilhelm II. 
never was in a position to venture during 
the last Great War—an invasion of Eng- 
land? The situation has changed in so 
many striking respects. A quarter of a 
century ago France stood as the immovable 
bulwark between England and the fear of 
invasion. To-day France is no longer a 
bulwark ; she is a defeated nation, subject 
to direction by her German conquerors, . 
and things have reached such a pass that 
the United States can condemn—as Mr. 
Sumner Welles condemned yesterday—her 
bias in favour of the “Axis” Powers. 
To-day the Russians, to all appearances, 
are fighting more resolutely than they ever 
fought under the Tsars, and for the first 
time in the course of this unprecedented 
war Herr Hitler’s technique of the 
Blitzkrieg seems to have suffered a check. 
This country is as full of self-constituted 
prophets as any other; yet it would be a 
very confident man who would venture to 
stake his reputation on the outcome of the 
next six months. It is so easy, when one 
looks back over the history of the first 
Great War, to appreciate where this or 
that policy wrong, this 
general or that made a fatal mistake, 
what set of circumstances combined to 
ensure the final result; but the 
history of the past two years has 
‘upset too many calculations based on past 
experience. Mr. Winston Churchill, who 
inspires more faith than was accorded to 
any British leader of the earlier war, 
refuses to lend himself to comfortable 
thoughts; the real battle, he believes, has 
not yet begun. Neither in England nor in 
trace of the

Germany is there much 
‘‘jingoism’’ which followed the suspense 
of that portentous Bank Holiday of 
August, 1914. Men did not know then 
what modern war could be like. They 
know now. 


Picking ‘Winners 


A gambler in Northern Ireland backed 
the winner of the Irish Oaks because he 
was suddenly impressed with the fact that 
the name of the filly, Uvira, consisted of 
the initial letters of Ulster Volunteers and 
Irish Republican Army. His political 
sympathies are as great a mystery as the 
key to his process of reasoning. The story 
of his bet would be more entertaining if 
Uvira had been an ‘‘ outsider’’; but 
actually she was the groatest ‘‘ certainty ”’ 
of the year, and at 6 to 1 on was regarded 
as unbackable. Her owner, Sir Thomas 
Dixon, may, or may not, be aware of the 
significance that has been read into his 
filly’s name. It is typical of the small 
gambler’s mode of operating that he should 
look for signs and omens instead of keeping 
to the slightly more dependable book of 
form. Red Sale may win a race, and the 
information be conveyed to the back room 
in a public-house from which the punter 
is conducting his afternoon’s campaign 
against the bookmakers. His immediate 
reaction will be to seek for another piece 
of colour in the equine nomenclature of 
the subsequent races, and stake his shilling 
with splendid optimism upon Red Strife 
or some such animal. '“ I like the name 
of that one,” he may declare, as he peers 
through his spectacles at the list of 
probable runners; and, if the name be one 
such as Yahne Dargent or Buttez-Enavant, 
his liking may not extend to the terrifying 
task of attempting to pronounce it. 
Probably he never thinks of the distant 
racecourses, where sleek horses are being 
urged to stride with their utmost alacrity 
by jockeys clad in gay caps and brightly- 
coloured jackets, of cyclamen, straw, peach, 
maroon and bird’s-eye blue, with hoops, 
sashes, sleeves or spots of peacock blue, 
saxe blue, St. Patrick’s blue, dark blue, 
royal blue, navy blue, and such nice dis- 
tinctions; probably he never thinks of the 
thud of hooves upon the resilient turf, of 
| tho cheering crowds in stands: and 
enclosures, of binoculars, race cards, tote 
doubles, starting gates, number frames, 
fashionably-dressed women or afternoon 
tea in the members’ enclosure. He has 
all the atmosphere and colour that he 
considers necessary in the list of runners, 
in his own irrepressible perseverance, and 
the results coming over the “ticker.” He 
may have a weakness for mysterious 
portents; yet, probably he has a mind 
crammed with racing lacts, with past 
restilts, weights, starting prices and 
distances, and no senior wrangler with the 
honours of the mathematical tripos thick 
upon him could be more precise in cal-

The Oueue 


** Queueing is a disease which should be 
cured in its early stages,’’ said Councillor 
J. V. Bellamy, Lord Mayor of Oxford, at 
a meeting of the County Council some 
‘time ago, when it was first decided to try 
to put an end to the habit of queueing 
for everything that happens to be scarce. 
The County Council asked the Watch 
Committee to prevent the formation of all 
queues in the city area, except 'bus queues, 
but it does not seem that a gre t deal has 
been done about it; at any re , the news- 
papers seem to contain as many references 
to the habit as ever. According to all 
reports, queueing seems to be among the 
most popular forms of pastime in Great 
Britain at present. It is not altogether a 
pleasant pastime, and under normal con- 
ditions people only resort to it on the 
greatest provocation, as, for example, 
when they wish to see the play of the 
month or to catch the last ’bus to one of 
the distant and more crowded suburbs; 
certainly the idea of forming a queue for 
the mere purpose of obtaining food or 
cigarettes would seem to be fantastic. 
Values, however, are changing rapidly, 
and, far from refusing to form queues 
nowadays, the people seem to take a 
pleasure in dotng so, even where it is not 
necessary. It is, as Councillor Bellamy 
said, rapidly attaining the proportions of 
a war-time disease, and people are be- 
ginning to form queues without even dis- 
covering what the queue’s purpose is. 
Most of them are acting, apparently, on 
the assumption that, if the person 
immediately in front is anxious to obtain 
the article that is for sale, it must be 
worth having, and it never seems to occur 
to them that the front 
might be doing precisely the same thing, 
and so on up to the beginning of the queue. 
The net result of the whole system is that 
it is considerably more difficult for any- 
body to obtain anything, because all the 
streets are clogged up with people who do 
not know what they want, but who are 
prepared to spend the best part of the 
The shopkeepers have

“-no cigarettes, no tobacco, no petrol,’’, but 
all to no avail; neither the Watch Com- 
mittee nor the shopkeepers can prevent the 
people from queueing if they want to queue.

The official Tass Agency reported an 
attempted raid on Moscow during 
Sunday night, but said that only single 
‘planes broke through the heavy 
defences and did little damage. 

The German News Agency admit<ed 
a raid by Soviet bombers on Sunday 
on the town and port of Constanza, in 
which they say no military ijamaze 
was done. but that the cathedfal was 
badly damaged. 

The latest German High Command 
communiqué states that vital Russian 
railroad communications have been cut 
off in the Ukraine and that the masa 
of Soviet forces surrounded east of 
Smolensk is now annihilated. 

The Finnish official communiqué to- 
day claimed that Soviet attacks are 
everywhere beaten back, and that on 
August Ist the Russians lost 2,000 
men.

PINCER CLAWS 


Centre of the fighting in this sector 
is the little town of Bielaya Tserkov, 
45 miles from Kiev, which represents 
the southern claw of the German 
“ pincers.'”. Some 90 miles north-west 
of Kiev the Russians are holding up 
the northern claw at Korosten, 
miles north of Zhitomir, where the 
earlier German frontal assault on Kiev 
was broken after a week of heavy 
fighting. 

Further south Hunéarian troops are 
stuted to have forced the Russians 
back across the River Bug. 

In the Baltic zone the Germans 
have launched a violent new drive 
against Leningrad, according to the 
Helsinki reports. The battle, it as 
stated, is continuing east of Lake 
Peipus, on the Estonian-Soviet frontier, 
where the Germans are trying to 
‘break the fierce Soviet resistance on 
the Leningrad road.” The latest Soviet 
ommuniqué also tells of ‘night-long 
‘fighting in the Estonian sector. 


GERMAN COMMENT 


Last night’s commentary on the Ger- 
man High Command communiqué from 
military sources. here says that on the 
Eastern front the number of prisoners 
and the amount of booty seized in the 
battles in the Ukraine and east of 
Smolensk is constantly increasing. 

“In the sector of the front south of 
Kiev, east «° Smolensk and west of 
Peipus there are still strong pockets if 
hunted enemy forces which a dail 
being still further compressed,”” it said. 
The German Command is naturally con- 
cerned with capturing and annihilating 
as many enemy forces as possible. The 
Soviet Command —on their part, 
planned to encircle the advanced Ger- 
man tank troops by throwing strong 
forces betwees the forward elements 
and the succeeding German divisions, 

‘In the Soviet attempt to drive 1 
wedge between the German armies and 
to defeat isolated sections individually 
the Soviet were the ones to be encircled 
owing to the superiority of the German 


Command. The disadvantage to the 
Soviet of these tactics is that the Ger- | 
man ring around the Soviet units has 
proved to be iron and unbreakable. and , 
that, naturally, the period of encircle- 
ment must come to an end owing to 
lack of reinforcements, ammunition, 
fuel and provisions,’’ it is added. 

' The battles east of Smolensk 
against the encircled army is now 


almost ending in extermination. Since 
the great battle of annihilation of the 
Bialystok and Minsk not a single Soviet 
unit has succeeded in breaking through 
the ring of encirclement once it had 
been drawn.” 


NEW OFFENSIVE ? 


A Stockholm message says that 
fresh German troops are being brought 
up daily for the new offensive which 
the Germans are expecced to launch 


shortly against Leningrad, Moscow, 
Krev and Odessa, aceordin to the 
military correspondent of  Social- 
Demokraten.. ~ Arrangements have 


already been completed behind the

TRENCH WARFARE ? 


A Times message from the German 
frontier says that just as the four 
years’ war gultimately settled down 
into trench battles, the fighting on. Ger- 
many's eastern front is taking on 
every day more’ of the character of a 
conflict ot attrition Since the ad- 
vances beyond Minsk and Bialystok, 
the large-scale German encircling move- 
ments E ve not resulted in a single de- 
cisive thrust. Instead of reaching 
Moscow, as scheduied within three 
weeks, the opening of the seventh week 
finds that in the central. sector the 
campaign has spread out laterally over 
more than 900 miles.

RUSSIAN ’PLANES 


Another 7'imes message from Stock- 
holm savs that Berlin spokesmen revert 
to the story that the reserves now met 
are inferior in training and equipment 
to those already surrounded and in 
process Of ‘‘ extermination.’’ Commen- 
tators, however, were saying that the 
Soviet Air Fleet was stronger than had 
been calculated, it having been be- 
lieved at the outset that this consisted 
of 16,000 aeroplanes. The Germans 
say that they have. already destroyed 
about 10,000, but it is believed that 
these included masses of trainers and 
obsolete types. It is thought, there. 
fore, that Russia still has 6,000 good 
fighting aircraft—a considerable force. 
The week-end explanations issued to 
neutral correspondents in Berlin, addx 
the Times, say that Moscow deceived 
all the military attachés stationed 
there for years by parading 
always the same old types of tanks, 
while keeping the new types in con- 
cealment elsewhere. Not only have 
new types been seen during the pre- 
sent war, but also their quality and 
quantity have surprised military obser- 
vers. This deception of foreign 
attachés was possible because there 
were most effective measures to pre- 
vent espionagé in Russia. Nobody 
could travel anywhere except by defi- 
nite routes, and if by guile they suc- 
ceeded in getting a railway ticket for 
elsewhere they could not get a room in 
a hotel without a special permit. 

One Berlin account explains that the 
number of Russian tanks were under- 
estimated. When the war began it 
was considered to be about 9,000, but, 
it is stated, the Gefmans have.ulready 
destroyed that number, and the Rus- 
sians still apparently have plenty more.

RAIDERS HAD TO -

A British Air Ministry communiqué

“ We were living in a furnished flat, 
and consequently, as we had nothing of 
our own to salvage, we were left with- 
out any furniture,’ she said. 
‘* Although the Corporation have given 
us’ blankets and mattresses, we have 
no beds to put them on, and the whole 


Peggy, and myself—have been sleeping 
on the floor since we moved in on June 
25th.”’ 

. Doyle, a motor trimmer, who 
makes oe: and is at present un- 
employed, lost tools to the value of 
£5. Because of this he has found it 
hard to get work. He has spent his 
spare time in making furniture for the 
home. 

Asked whether she preferred her 
present home to that in North Strand 
road, Mrs. Doyle shook her head. 
“ For one thing, the rent is higher,” 
she said. ere we have to pay 
10s. 9d. and 1s. 2d. for light, which is 
a great deal when it 1s taken out of 
19s. 3d., which is my husband's pen- 
sion from the British Army, and which 
is the only thing that is keeping us 
going now. Sometimes he has to 
walk to Cloutarf to collect this if he 
has not got twopence for the ‘bus 
fare.’ Mrs. Doyle mentioned, in 
addition, the distance they were from 
the shops, which, she said, were “all 
around ' them in the North Strand 
road. 


SLEEPING ON THE 
FLOOR 


Even less fortunate is the Clinton 


family, at present living at Swilly. 
road, Cabra. They lived formerly in 
18 Clarence street, off the North 


Strand road. . All their furniture was 
damaged, most of it beyond repair, and 
at present the two boys are sleeping on 


the floor. Apart from a rickety bed, 
the only furniture in the house 
is a cou of chairs which have 
been lent to Mrs. Clinton by her sister. 


She has applied for a transfér from het 
new home, because of the high rent. 
** When we were in Clarence street, we 
were only paying 4s. 6d. a week; we 
have to pay 10s. 9d. now,” she said. 

Her husband, who is a casual 
labourer, and often obtains work at the 
quays, complains of the heavy ‘bus 
fares which he has to pay, and some- 
times when he is on a late shift he has 
to walk home. Two of his children are 
little better off—Mary, aged 11, having 
to go to school in Marlborough street, 
while Tom, aged 13, is a pupil at St. 
Mary's. East Wall road. 

At 25 Dingle road our reporter spoke 
to Miss May Quinn, formerly of 159 
North Strand road, who was severely 
injured while saving her two younger 
sisters from their tumbling home. Her 
mother, who is just out of hospital, 
after receiving serious leg injuries, 
owned a large apartment house in the 
North Strand, containing five bedroom 
suites, and out of this only two pieces 
of furniture were recovered. 

“1 would really prefer the North 
Strand to Cabra," she said, “ but the 
kids love it bere.”’ 

A friend of Miss Quinn's, Miss 
Margaret O'Connor, who lived at the 
corner of Charleville Mall and North 
Strand road, and who also had her 
house destroyed, expressed the desire 
to return to her old district, if her 
home should be rebuilt. Her father 
lives in the city, and finds it very in- 
convenient. 

An elderly woman, Mrs. Browne, of 
20 Swilly road, said that, although she 
had hoped to spend the remainder of 
her life at 15 North Strand road, shé 
was glad to have a house at all. The 
rent was cheaper also, as previously 
she was paying £1 2s. 6d. The one 
thing that she and her daughter missed, 
however, was the regular ‘bus service, 
which passed their doorstep. She had 
not a sound article left after the bomb. 
ing, and had not received any help 
from the Red Cross, because, as she 
said, ‘‘ I had not time to apply.” Mrs. 
Browne used to do all her own house- 
work and shopping, but she has 
suffered so severely from shock that 
she is not allowed to exert herself in 
any way. pá

HE proverbial ill-wind that blows 
some good to somebody seems— 
for the moment at all evente—to 
be not unfavourable to transport 
operators. Should it prove to be bu 
sible to maintain vellwa col 8 
i at near to, 
ricted levels there are good shows 
to aa that reductions in gross 
receipts may not be inconsistent with 
increased net revenues. The explana- 
tion of such an apparent conteadi iction 
is not far to seex. From the railway 
and road traffic manager's point of 
view, the relationship between mileage 
covered and gross receipts is & con- 
sideration of first importance. His 
reatest enemy is the quarter or half- 
lied coach or the  lightly-loaded 
goods train. His aim is to 
secure the greatest number of passen- 
gers that can be acommodated with 
reasonable comfort, and the ge 
of tonnage that can be handled ay 
locomotive over each mile travelled. 
That such leading factors have im- 
proved, and are likely to improve, 
as the result of curtailed services is 
hardly open to doubt. Trains become 
more. heavily laden, and passenger 
vehicles more crowded, as the num- 
bers of vehicle miles run tend to 
diminish. 

While the reactions of recent service 
restrictions on net railway receipts 
cannot be ascertained, until balance 
sheets and director statements 
appear, the figures of ‘bus returns 
recently issued by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, as they relate 
to local services in Dublin and suburbs 
and to railway-operated services 
throughout the country, may be taken 


to represent traffic experience generally. 
Taking the most recent of these official 


returns, which present comparative 
figures for the months of June, 1940

THE DRAMATIC REVIVAL 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—When Dr. Bethel Solomons 


called upon me to speak at the Gate 
Theatre the other night, and I walked 
on to the stage in the highest good 
humour to comment upon certain 
criticisms made by the official speakers 
of the meeting of the Dublin Drama 
League, it never occurred to me that 
even the Press could have misunder- 
stood me with such exquisite ingenuity. 
One Dublin daily appeared with what 
seemed to me a misleading report of 
my remarks about audiences in this 
city, and I wrote a letter in which I 
tried to explain my real point of view. 
To me, as an actor who has learned 
so much from audiences—they have 
taught me most of what I know—it was 
a blow to find that one-sixteenth of 
what I had said was printed entirely 
divorced from the context of the meet- 
ing, or of the other speeches to which 
my own was but a reply; but I was only 
mildly surprise to find ‘that my letter 
was not published. 


To-day I see in your. columns that, 


according to ‘‘G. H. G.”’, “my pettish 
outburst ” must prepare me to hear 
‘“‘ bad things about myself in the near 
future.”’ th

WHAT CONSTABLE SAW

The Far Eastern Crisis 


Once again the Far Eastern waters have 
begun to seethe. One has become aceus- 
tomed to periodic crises in the neighbour- 
hood of China, but tempers on this 
occasion seem to be strained to an unusual 
degree, and the danger of a new war—or, 
rather, of a new extension of the European 
war—is closer than it has been at any 
time. During the week-end the Japanese, 
in accordance with their agreement with 
Marshal Pétain’s Government, began to 
move troops into French Indo-China, and 
a late message says that every port in the 
colony has been occupied. Britain and the 
United States are making no secret of 
their resentment. Last week, when the 
news of the agreement became public, they 
retaliated by the ‘‘ freesing’’ of Japanese 
asseta in the United States and throughout 
the British Empire, and since then, 
although little positive action has been 
taken, statesmen of both nations have 
spoken their minds freely on the subject 
of Japanese aggrandisement. The pre- 
vailing fear is that the Japanese intend, 
without further delay, to follow up their 
gains in French Indo-China by strong 
demands upon her neighbour, Thailand, 


or Siam. Rumour, as usual, is rife. A 
story that Great Britain has ‘‘ rushed”’ 
100,000 troops to the border between 


Burma and Thailand has been denied in 
London, but there is no doubt that the 
military and naval authorities in Singa- 
pore expect trouble. An ‘unofficial ”’ 
report from Saigon declares thai a British 
naval squadron, including a 35,000-ton 
battleship, has been ‘sighted in the 
Gulf of Siam; another report says that 
all departures of Japanese ships for the 
United States have been delaved indefi- 
nitely. The crisis may blow over, like so 
many similar crises; yet the odds, accord- 
ing to opinion in most of the capitals 
concerned, seem to be strongly in favour 
of war. Nobody wants it—-.Japan, as we 
should imagine, less than anybody else. 
Her policy has been to gain everything 
possible by diplomacy, rather than war ; 
and it cannot be denied that this policy 
has stood her in good stead for a while 
past. Brifain and the United States, 
however, are reaching the conclusion that 
the Japanese antics must be stopped while 
they still are capable of being stopped. 
If Japan should employ her gains in 
French Indo-China to seize control of 
Thailand, and thence to strike at the 
Netherlands Fast Indies, the strategic 
value of the Philippines would be lessened 
substantially, while the products of the 
rich islands would go oxclusively to Japan, 
at her rivals’ expense. 

Japan, according to the tried technique, 
protests her innocence. She occupied Indo- 
China in order to forestall an invasion 
by the British, Americans and Chineee. 
Now her newspapers are talking largely 
of the United States’ “ consisiently 
imperialistic policy”; they argue that 
Japzn has no desire but to create a new 
peace in the South Pac:fic, 
and that America, in pursuit of her 
imperialistic ambitions, is doing her hest 
to shatter this happy state of affairs. Why 
either the Americans or the British should 
have any wish to seize Thailand at a time 
when their beet interest demands con- 
centration on the war with Germany it 
is dificult to undersiand. Both nations, 
one would think, would be only too glad 
to see a peaceful Pacific, which would 
permit them to retain their navies in the 
Atlantic: and neither, assuredly, has the 
slightest desire for war with Japan. The

mobility, The army of this country is con- 
cerned as vitally as any other in the 
problems which the new type of soldiering 
has introduced. In England to-day some 
of the difficulties due to a belated 
appreciation of the significance of the 
motor-transported fighter are being ex- 
perienced. Appeals for motor-cycle 
dispatch riders for A.R.P. and other civil 
defence units are being made in vain, 
because virtually all the available motor 
cyclists of experience have been absorbed 
by the Army, and the failure to encourage 
and train riders in recent years has caused 
a serious shortage. In contrast with the 
German Army, whose  motor-cyclists 
received five years’ severe training with 
the Kraftfahrer Korps before acceptance 
as soldiers, the British Army has been 
trying to turn soldiers into motor-cyclists 
after only a few weeks of instruction. The 
motor-cyclist is, of course, only a part of 
the mechanised army, but operations in 
Poland, France, Greece, Libva and Russia 
have shown him to conatitute an extremely 
He is an example of the fact 
that civilian activities even in peace-time

Self-help 


Report says that, in respect of tobacco, 
the Germans are even worse off than the 
people of Great Britain—and, presumably, 
a great deal worse off than ourselves. In 
the circumstances, they have set them- 
selves to reduce the national demand, and 
some distinctly novel methods are reeom- 
mended. One newspaper, for exanipie, 
urges that smoking compartments on 
trains shall be abolished—to the end, of 
course, that the friendly pipe and soothing 
cigarette may be eliminated from train 
journeys. This expedient suggests several 
means whereby the addict may help him- 
self—or be helped—to limit his intake. 
When will reformer initiate a 
national campaign for the discouragement 
of smoking in the bedroom, or in the 
kitchen, or even, as a truly magnificent 


some 


gesture of self-denial, in the street? It is 
not so very long—barely the turn of the 
century—since no gentleman would permit 
himself to be seen smoking in the open- 
air; indeed, it was the height of “ bad 
form” to smoke anywhere except in a 
secluded room, where, having donned a 
special jacket and cap, he was at liberty 
to indulge himself in the midst of solitude 
and an abominable ‘‘ feag.” Bad habite— 
if anybody dares to call smoking a bad 
habit nowadays—are not eradicated at a 
jump ; according to modern doctrines, it is 
safer and more effective to woo the addict 
from them by easy stages. One does not 
compel him to give up cigarettes, Inatead, 
he is encouraged to abstain from them 
before breakfast—then, as he makes pro- 
gress, before luncheon—until finally he 
reduces himself to the consumption of « 
modest few between seven o'clock and bed- 
time. That is the essence of the new 
German plan: to cut down the occasions 
for smoxing. Whether it will work er 
not, we cannot say: the average German 
has a genius for self-denial, but self- 
denial can be carried too far: and the 
result of a prohibition on smoking in, say, 
the omnibuses might be that he simply 
would avoid the omnibus and take to a 
bieycle. Our own country has not yet 
reached the stage where drastic economies 
must be effected, but a day yet may come 
when the toast of “Ireland” will not be 
followed by the customary, and so welcome, 
information that ‘‘ you may smoke !’’— 
when, instead, the replete diners will 
swallow the last drop of whatever may be 
m their glasses, and disperse in uncon- 
vivial silence to a home unpolluted ‘by the 
faintest breath of stale tobacco. The 
prospect, like Nebuchadnerzar’s diet, may 
he wholesome, but it is not good.

A wave of optimism spread through 
the “ House,” and was reflected: by a 
rise in prices of the leading Home In- 
dustrials, Further, instead of the 
usual reaction or inactivity on Frt- 
day before the week-end, the firmness 
became even more pronounced, some 
of the buying apparently being based 
on the belief that if the Russian at- 
tack persists there would be a further 
appreciation in prices next week. Even 
Japanese Bonds, which earlier slumped 
heavily on the occupation of bases in 
Indo-China, rallied slightly before the 
week-end. British Government Securities 
were rather neglected, but eased only 
slightly. Bank shares came in for sup- 
port, and Óil and Mining descriptions 
were also firm. 

Another striking feature was ej 
rise in Home Railway Ord. and Pref. 
stocks, owing to a report that the 
drait of new terms drawn up by the 
Ministry of War ‘Transport had been 
placed before the Governm nt. Nothing 
definite was known, but it was under- 
stood that a guaranteed payment would 
be paid for the hire of the railways, 
and the tendency was to assume that 
the payment would provide fer divi- 
dends at least equal to those for 1940.

JAPANESE BONDS 


The severe marking down of Japanese 
Bonds, which took place Jast week, is not 
surprising, for the latest developments may 
be regarded as bringing default on the 
llitherto Japan 
has held an almost unimpeachable record 
in this matter, and has fully recognised the 
importance of faithfully fulfilling the 
obligations to the foreign bondholders. 

Prior to last weeks slump, market 
quetations had ruled little below the highest 
points touched this year. The 5 p.c. Loan 
of 1907 at the end of June last stood at 
about 35147, but last week it dropped to 19, 
a price little above the lowest of the year. 
Generally. current prices are well above the 
lowest points touched in 1940, an exception 
being the 4 p.c. 1910 issue. If interest 
payments were regularly made in the future 
a present purchase of Japanese Bonds would 
give exceptionally high yields. On the 
5 p.c. of 1907 the return would be in the 
neighbourhood of 25 p.c. so that a buyer 
would get back his capital outlay in the 
form of interest in four years’ time. But, 
as already stated, maintenance of interest 
payments is uncertain, and 2 purchase of 
the Bonds, even at the present depreciated 
level, is not advised. A small recovery 
occurred in these Securities towards the 
week-end, partivy in sympathy with other 
inarkets, ard also because of a hope that 
the Japan Government would avoid taking 
action that would involve the country in a 
war with Britain and her Allies. 


LONDON BREWERIES 


A small feature of markets lately was a 
recovery in rewery issues, despite the 
announcement of further dividend reduc- 
ductions. Some ‘of these concerns have 
been hit by war conditions particularly 
those whose trade is jargely in London. 
Some others have maintained or added to 
their profits, for the increase in employ- 
ment, especially in the heavy industries, 
caused a big increase in sales of beer. Pro- 
duction has been restricted, but consump- 
tion has increased. 

Among companies particularly identified 

with London, the record of Charringion 
and Company may be mentioned. Since 
1939 the dividend has been reduced from 
16 to 12 per cent., but this company 
forms a notable example of the conserva- 
tive distribution of profits, for on the last 
occasion the earnings were equal to nearly 
32 per cent. At: the current price the 
— promise a yield of nearly 536 per 
cent. 
Another London concern, Meux and Co., 
has reduced its dividend since the outbreak 
of war from 7 to 5 p.c., and this was not 
covered with a big margin, for earnings 
were equal last time to less than 8 p.c. 
In the circumstances, it is rather surpris- 
ing that the shares are quoted on a yield 
basis of ‘little more than 5 p.c. 

Another example is Barclay Perkins, 
whose business’ extends to Kent. The last 
annual dividend was 4 p.c., against 6 p.c. 
for the preceding year, and for the current 
financial year the interim was reduced from 
112; to 1 pe. A _ striking example is the 
reduction from 15 to 8 p.c. in the last 
annual dividend of the Wenlock Brewery, 
while for the current year the ipterim is 
cut’ down from 4 p.c. to 2 p.c. tue pay- 
ments being free of tax. The shares pro- 
mise a return of about 5 1-3 p.c. 

Watney, Combe, Reid and Co. reduced 
the dividend on the Def. stock from 18 
to 17 p.c. on the last occasion, and for 
the current financial year the interim was 
lowered from 6 to 4 p.c.
